About 125 men and women attended the 
cocktail reception and banquet, the high 
point of which was the talk by Studds, a 
congressman from Massachusetts who in 
1983 announced his homosexuality-——and 


then went on to win a stunning re-election. Lambda Center's board president. 


In attendance were not only active 


participants from the Lehigh Valley's 
various gay organizations, including some 
from what might be affectionately called 
the "bar crowd," but there were a sur- 
prising number of old friends from the 
local gay movement's early days——people 
who've "retired" from an active role and 
who are seldom seen any more. So, ina 
sense, the event turned out to be kind of 
like a reunion. 

"Without a doubt, it was a successful 
evening in all ways," said Paul Kendall,

the greatest success was that we were 
able to get that many gay people together 
in a public place for a public event." 

Indeed, Studds himself told the 
gathering, "You should be proud." 

The National Gay Task Force was 
represented by Kevin Berrill, a long-time 
friend of the Lehigh Valley's gay 
community. Also in attendance were 
representatives from the area's public 
health organizations, including the 
Miller Memorial Blood Center and the 
Bethlehem Health Bureau. 

There was also a nearly equal mix of 
men and women at the banquet-——something 
that received a favorable mention by 
Studds. He commended the Center for so 
successfully appealing to both sexes and 


recalled that most gay organizations he 
has addressed tended to be dominated by 
men. | 

The event was widely covered with 
stories and photographs in all the 
area's newspapers and received a 
smattering of coverage from the local 
electronic media. The Philadelphia Gay 
News sent a reporter. 

Notably absent was the entirety of 
the Lehigh VAlley's officialdom, in 
spite of the fact that all high officeholde 
in the three cities and the two counties 
received invitations to attend the fund 
raiser weeks in advance. 

Actually, the event drew a group of 
people who had not been invited--about

Studds proved himself to be a 
compassionate champion for the social 
acceptance of lesbians and gay men. 
Mingling his address with anecdotes 
about his own very public "coming out," 
he told the gathering, "The time now, 
clearly, is to be strong." 

He said lesbians and gay men must 
first know themselves, then like them- 
selves and respect themselves before they 
can be themselves and prepare to give 
of themselves. 

Studds concluded his talk with a 
fitting quote from Hemingway that says: 

"The world breaks everyone, and 
then some become strong at the broken 
places."

CENTER TACKLES AIDS QUESTIONS 
BY HUNTLEY HAVERSTOCK 


At it's November meeting, the 
Lambda Center's board tackled the issue 
of AIDS head-on. A gamut of concerns were 
discussed. Among them was the establish- 
ment of a buddy system for AIDS patients 
and an educational campaign on safe sex 
practices. 

Use of the center by the City of 
Allentown's Health Bureau to draw blood 
samples for the HTLV-3 antibody test 
came under much discussion. Two members 
of the committee on AIDS issued a report 
supporting use of the center for such 
testing. But the committee also felt 
that the health bureau would have to 
meet some guidelines first. 

Pre and post-test counseling would 
be required. A numbered computer code 
would have to be created. This code 
would be known only to the person taking 


the test. It is hoped that this would 
assure anonymity. The health bureau 

would also be required to pay a fee to the 
center for use of the building. 

In the course of a rather lively 
debate, several members expressed their 
concern tha this action on the board's 
part amounted to approval of the test for 
diagnostic purposes. It was also pointed 
out that the center could be subject to 
legal action if someone tested had his 
name leaked to friends or employers. 

When the final vote was taken, all 
but two of the board members supported 
the committee's report. But the board 
made it clear that the action does not 
amount to a stamp of approval for the 
HTLV-3 antibody test. But it was felt

ARE WE LISTENING

Advice is cheap and werth the 


price. All too often we are eager to tell 


others how they should do things. All 
too often we have a need to talk with a 
friend, just to share a bit of ourselves, 
and end up with a list of things we 
should do. Communications are thus 
limited. The process does not increase 
our ability to develop decision-making 
skills nor to understand what motivates 


us. As we continue the journey of claiming 


our places as individuals and as a com- 
mnity, are we l;stening to one another 
or dithering? 

One of the most interesting articles 
I read in last month's Lambda Valley 
Monthly is the one by Kippie, "This is 
Sisterhood?" This reader answered the 
question to the affirmative. The 
resistence to involvement in an organized 
Lesbian community spoke clearly to the 
issue of fear. Sisterhood in the area 
is identified by many as a system of 
being very private. The women questioned 
expressed concern about exposure versus 
benefit. "Will my needs be met as I 
place my privacy on the line?" What do 
we gain if we tell women to go to 
meetings if we miss hearing the fears 
about jobs, family and neighbors? My 
need to keep only clothes in my closet 
is my need, not necessarily the need of 
my Sisters. Taking sides in the game 
of bars versus literature is falling into 
the trap of missing the concern that we 
may feel left out by one group or the 
other. 

Fear is so contagious. We are 
afraid that our open brothers and 
Sisters will cause us embarrassment. 
We are afraid our closeted friends will 
threaten our civil rights. Our reaction 
is to run around telling each other how 
to live their lives, and no one listens 
to how we might be there for each other. 


Congressman Gerry Studds communicated 


to us last week. He did not tell us what 
to do. He shared his experience after 
being hurled out of his closet. Did we 
hear him? The world knew his well kept 
secret, against his will. The world 

did not strike him down. It affirmed 

him publicly and at the polls. But he 
did not tell us to come out of our 
closets. He merely shared his experience. 
We are left with our choices, to be 
made based on our own realities and fears. 


It is tempting to advise others to 
share my openness. However, I have more 
of a need to be heard by my brothers 
and sisters, so I will only share my 
experience. One of the things that causes 
me to be afraid is that fear will limit 
my expression of life. Having been so 
fearful in the past that I imagined the 
law, the church, the family and society 
would isolate me from the world, I no 
longer choose to let that fear dominate 
my life. Those elements that have 
eliminated me from their circle have 
not been nearly as crippling as my 
worry about them in the past. I do nott 
ask or tell others to open their doors 
by any degree. I only ask that you let 
me share parts of myself and hope you 
will want to share parts of yourself. 

There have been great strides in the 
gay community of the Lehigh Valley in 
only one year since the opening of the 
community center. We are looking at 
some important issues. Health, politics, 
social networking and education head the 
list. As we work, do we feel confident 
enough to ask the very personal question, 
"Can we talk?" Are we open to sharing 
those things that excite us, concern us, 
and please us? Are we about spouting 
dogma or about hearing? 

I ask you to remember one simple 
truth: God loves you, just the way 
you are. 


AIDS: 





THE GUINNESS MYTH 
BY BRAD EDWARDS 


Brad Edwards, an AIDS patient living 
in the Lehigh Valley, has written about 
the disease for the former Le—Hi-Ho News 
and was profiled a year ago in the 
Call -Chronicle Newspapers. The name he 
writes under is a pseudonym. 


You may have heard that AIDS is listed 
now in The Guinness Book of Records as 
the most deadly disease in the world 
with a fatality rate of 99.99%. Don't 
believe it. 

AIDS has been identified only since 
early 1981 and the small sample of early 
cases included in this dubious "record" 
would never be taken seriously by a 
statistician. In the absence of a 
larger body of data or a history of 
long-term effects,the assignment of such 
a mortality rate is ridiculous. 

Doctors familiar with AIDS routinely 
describe it as a "spectrum of disease" 
ranging from asymptomatic carriers to 
rapidly progressive and fatal cases. 

This range may be due to the fact that the 
HTLV-III virus assumed to be the cause of 
AIDS mutates at such a high rate that 

each and every AIDS patient carries a 
specific and individualized variation 

of the virus. Some researchers have 
speculated that some of the mutated 

forms may be more benign than others 

and account for the increasing number of 
patients, particularly those with Kaposi's 
sarcoma (KS), who are doing quite well. 
Dr. Alvin Friedman-kien of NYU Medical 
Center has reported treating a patient 
withKS who has been otherwise completely 
healthy for over five years. 


The diagnosis of AIDS as Guinness 
would have it is narrowly defined by the 
Centers for Disease Control (CDC) as a 
diagnosis of KS, Pneumocystis carinii 
pnemonia (PCP) or other rare opportunistic 
infections. Period. The appearance of 
this cancer or pneumonia is generally 
considered the middle and end stages of 
the "spectrum" respectively. If a person 
were to have swollen glands, oral thrush, 
a positive HTLV-III antibody test, even 
a positive culture for the live virus, 
they would be categorized as having 
AIDS-Related Complex (ARC) not AIDS. 

Finally, exposure and infection 
with this or any other type of virus does 
not mean development of disease. The 
presence of antibodies indicates an immune 
response that may have enabled a person 
to neutralize the virus and never become 
ill. Although the mutagenic properties of 
the HTLV-III virus may inhibit the 
development of a vaccine, a healthy immune 
syustem may thwart any single exposure/ 
infection from progressing to AIDS. 
Guinness will ignore that fact that 
perhaps over two million people have 
survived exposure and most are never 
expected to develop symptoms of the disease. 

The reputation of HTLV-III as a 
deadly virus may be warranted for most, but 
not all, cases of KS or PCP considered 
to be evidence of severe immunosuppression. 
Doctors familiar with AIDS emphasize 
that it is life threatening but not 
uniformly fatal. Kaposi's sarcoma, for 
example, is considered deadly only when 
it infiltrates the lungs. This form of

cancer is largely a mystery to researchers, 
perhaps caused by a virus or induced by 

a co-factor such as the inhalation of 
poppers, and found almost exclusively in 
the gay/bisexual segments of the AIDS 
patient population. 

The deadliness of AIDS has been 
distorted by a measure of sensationalism 
in the media and a reliance on ambiguous 
or meaningles statistics to support its 
misconceptions. At this time, no effective 
cure or treatment is available, but the 
life expectancy of AIDS patients has 
improved as doctors become more familiar 
with treating opportunistic infections 
and observe the increasing number of cases 





who appear stabilized and free of symptoms. 
AIDS is capable of being a killer, but 
viewing it as a supermegagungagerm that 
kills on contact is something for the 
comic books and tabloids. 

As a person with CDC-defined AIDS, 
my intent is not to minimize the crisis 
we are facing nor discourage preventive 
measures to avoid unsafe sexual practices 
or the sharing of needles. Depending 
upon the individual, one blood or sexual 
contact is potentially enough to contract 
AIDS. Please be careful.

the two participants in the program. 

Apparently the approach worked. 
Kendall said not only were there no 
negative questions from the students, 
few of the students even asked difficult 
questions. 

Then, again, maybe the early hour 
of 8 a.m. had something to do with it. 

Actually, both the Lambda Center 
and Le-Hi-Ho have long emphasized edu- 
cation. Members of both organizations 
have appeared before college and 
community groups in the past to help 
remove the stigma of homosexuality and 
to explain that gay lifestyles are not 
so different from those found in the 
non-gay world. 

But only a handful of groups in 
the region were aware that the speakers 
were available, and the manner in which 
requests were filled was haphazard at 
best.
